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OUR CONTINENTAL CORRESPONDENCE. 
Paris, December 31, 1868. 

Tue annual public meeting of the Academy of 
Inscriptions and Belles-Lettres has been unusually 
interesting. M. Guigniaut, the Perpetual Secretary, 
read an interesting sketch of the late Duke Albert 
de Luynes’s life and labors, of which you must let 
me translate these passages: ‘ The study of an- 
tiquities, as well of the East as of the West, to serve 
the history of nations as well as the history of art 
was the ruling passion of the Duke de Luynes, the 
principal object of his studious life. Nevertheless 
this inquisitive and practical mind, sensible to the 
beautiful, but thirsting for truth, hunting ideas 
under forms, but always attentive to facts, and even 
to technical processes in works from man’s hands, 
could not fail, when the Middle Ages struck him by 
their peculiar character of grandeur, to fathom in the 
first place by his own labors and by those he insti- 
gated around him, the obscure sources of its annals. 
He entered upon these studies in 1839. The Italian 
Middle Ages at first attracted him, for he was initiat- 
edinto them by the reading his travels had required, 
and he had more than most men been seduced by 
the sight of the monuments of architecture which 
could receive as much light from history as they 
threw on it. His first task was a thorough Bene- 
dictine’s labor. He undertook to clear up the text 
of Matteo Giovenazzo’s ‘ Diurnali’ (so important for 
the comprehension of Southern Italy during the 
second moiety of the thirteenth century), by re- 
storing the chronological order which copyists had 
disarranged. As early as 1836, he intrusted to M. 
Kaltard, then a pensioner of the French Academy 
at Rome, now our colleague in the institute, to draw 
the principal monuments of the Norman and Sua- 
bian princes, which still exist in the continental 
provinces of the Kingdom of Naples. The object 
of these two enterprises was soon revealed, whence, 
in 1844, there was added to the admirable plates 
executed under the supervision of the young 
architect, a splendid publication entitled ‘ Recher- 
ches sur les Monumens et |’ Histoire des Normands 
et de la Maison de Souabe dans I’Italie Méridionale,’ 
confided to the zeal and learning of M. Huillard 
Breholles, who was not toend his laborsthere. This | 
was the beginning of the immense work of diploma- 
tics and history prosecuted for sixteen years by the 
skilful archivist, encouraged every way by his noble 
patron, and which appeared in 12 quarto volumes, 
between 1852 and 1861. A volume of Latin chroni- 
cles was added to it in 1856. The reign of the 
Ewperor Frederick IIL., the culminating point of the | 
prolific and tragical struggle of the Empire and the | 
Papacy, was placed in a full light by the contents | 
of these volumes, which embraced a long series of 
the original acts of this emperor and of his sons, a | 
collection of Popes’ letters, various documents, all | 
of which were analyzed in a French introduction, 
doubly remarkable by the judiciousness of the 
ideas and by the firmness of the style. 

“ More and more fascinated by the history of Italy 
in the eighteenth century, Duke de Luynes had re- 
solved tc give a companion piece to the preceding 
publications in a last work directed to the kings of | 
the House of Anjou, which he himself determined to 
write. In 1853 he intrusted to M. Charles Garnier 
the duty of drawing the sumptuous tombs of these 
kings in the Neapolitan churches. He set to work 
and collected everywhere the materials of the text 
which was to accompany M. Charles Garnier’s mag- 
nificent drawings copied by chromo-lithography. 
But the hopes founded on these copies never reached 
fruition, and as other disappointments of an irre- 
parable character saddened our colleague’s soul, 
the undertaking was abandoned. The drawings 
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| themselves, so worthy of publication, remain in 


portfolios. The thirteenth century elsewhere than 
in Italy had early attracted Duke de Luynes’s atten- 
tion. Desirous to fill what seemed to him a regreta- 
ble void in the collection of the ‘Mémoires sur 
l’Histoire de France,’ published by our illustrious 
colleague M. Guizot, he persuaded M. Huillard Bre- 
holles, in 1841, to translate into French, Mathieu 
Paris’s Latin ‘Great Chronicle.’ In publishing it he 
added an introduction, remarkable by the political 
judgment of a judiciously liberal mind.” I! hope 
you will not think this sketch of Duke de Luynes’s 
contributions to literature out of place in these 
columns. 

You may, however, read with greater interest 
an extract from M. Egger’s “ Memoir on the Revival 
of Greek Studies in France.” He was to have read 
it at the annual public meeting of the Academy of 
Inscriptions and Belles-Lettres ; but time failed 
him. It is a curious chapter of literary history. 
I should like to lay all of it before you, that you 
might see the obstacles which had to be overcome 
by the early teachers of Greek in days when the 
common phrase was Gracum est, non legitur, and a 
monk declared from the pulpit, “A new language 
has been found, called Greek. You should care- 
fully shun it. This language breeds all sorts of 
heresies. I see in the hands of several people a 
book written in this tongue. It is called the New 
Testament ; it isa book full of brambles and vipers, 


| As for the Hebrew tongue, every one who learns it 


instantly becomes a Jew.” A Syndic of the Sor- 
bonne exclaimed in open Parliament, that religion 
was destroyed if Greek was taught, and he obliged 
the learned Lefevre D’Etaples to fly from Paris, and 
take refuge at Strasburg, to save his life, which was 
imperilled by his teaching Greek. Unfortunately 
I have space oply for the account M. Egger gives of 
the first attempts of the professors and printers of 
the sixteenth century to introduce the study of 


| Greek into France: “ Next to the refugee Greeks 


our first printers should be mentioned as promoters 
of Greek studies in France. It is interesting to 
see how, after the first efforts of Ulrich Géring, and 
after Antoine Verard’s masterpieces (they were 
familiar with the use only of Latin characters) the 
art of printing gradually placed itself at the service 
of Greek letters. This history has been sketched 
with great learning, and a serious charm of narra- 
tion by M. Rebitté. But, written at Besangon, this 
book has not, in its details, that minute accuracy 
which no one can attain on this subject unless he 
be intimately acquainted with practical printing, 
and has in hand those precious incunables which 
are now so rare and so hard to get, and which pub- 
lic libraries do not give to the curious without a 
great many proper but annoying precautions. To 
guide me in these delicate researches I had, in the 
first place, the books of two learned printers, MM. 
Auguste Bernard and Ambroise Firmin Didot ; the 
latter, especially, was of great service to me by 
placing at my disposal, in his incomparable library, 
the most ancient publications of Greek typography 
in France. Allow me to pause for a few moments 
to consider them with respectful pleasure, which 
the least beginnings of objects destined to thrive 
always give. It is impossible to touch without 
emotion these coarse little volumes, in which our 
ancestors spelled Greek, and which cost so much

THE poem, called “ Beautiful Snow,” published 
in No. 100 of “ Harper’s Weekly,” Nov. 27th, 1858, 
consists of six stanzas, and appeared anonymously. 
It has been claimed by or for various persons. It 
has been credited to Miss Dora Shaw, an actress; 
also to a poor outcast who died in the early part of 
the war in an hospital at Cincinnati, “the manu- 
script of the poem having been found among her 
effects after her death.’’ Also to a Mr. W. H. Si- 
gourney, by whom it is said to have been published 
in New York fifteen years ago. In 1868, Mr. J. 
Jay Watson, whose address is No. 242 West 
Twenty-sixth St., New York City, sent a statement 
and challenge in a country paper, and which he 
has just republished in the “ New York Tribune.” 
It runs thus: “The poem of the ‘ Beautiful Snow,’ 
about which there seems to be so much diversity 
of opinion as to who is its author, was composed by 
Mr. John W. Watson, a native of New York City. 
It originally appeared in ‘Harper's Weekly,’ No- 
vember, 1858, and was purchased of the author by 
the Harpers. Theidea was suggested in the follow- 
ing manner: Watson and several of his friends 
were sitting around a table in a Broadway saloon 
one snowy day, when a poor, half-clad woman 
}entered, and, approaching the party, asked for 
assistance, at the same time remarking, ‘ Gentle- 

men, there is nothing pure about me except the

The next 

largest contributors were the Hanse Towns, which 

sent over last year 288] cwts. valued at 37,708/. 

The United States are third on the list, their ship- 

ments being 764 cwts. in 1858, and 1157 ewts. in 

1868 ; but it appears that the quality has not kept 

pace with the quantity, for while the declared value 

in the former year was 10,697/., in 1868 it was only 

10,062/. England’s largest customer for books not of 
native production has been Turkey, the “ re-expor- 

tations” to that country having increased from 19 

cwts. in 1858, to 133 ewts. in 1868, and the value from 

2661. to 3193/.. While the demand in France for the 

foreign productions imported into the United King- 

dom shows also a falling off, the demand from the 

United States increased during the ten years to 

more than four times the bulk and more than twice 

the value. The books printed in the United King- 

dom and exported during the vear 1858 weighed 

27,385 ewts. Last year they had increased to 61,408 

ewts., and the value during the same period rose 

from 390,584/. to 684,243/. The United States were 

the largest purchasers, the value being 184,670/. ; 

next to them Australia, whose demand amounted 

to 148,413/., and then Egypt, whose demand 

amounted to no less than 70,127/., or more than 

20,0001. in excess of the value ten years previously. 

There was also a remarkable increase in the 
British North American demand.

Tue University of Edinburgh has opened its doors 
to the fair sex. On March 27th, the Senatus Acad- 
emicus resolved, by a majority of ten to four, to 
admit Miss Sophia J. Blake to the botany and natural 
history classes during the ensuing summer session. 
The application by Miss Blake was to be allowed 
to attend these classes without formal matricula- 
tion, so as to test practically the question of the ad- 
mission of women to the University classes. The 
application came in the first instance before the 
professors of the medical faculty, who, by a ma- 
jority, agreed to admit Miss Blake, and this decision 
has been, as above stated, confirmed by the Senatus. 

Sir Samvet Baker, who discovered the second 
basin or reservoir of the Nile, has been created

vate character, or be prejudicial to the titles of 
existing owners of property. The idea is to per- 
petuate such public documents, by printing, as 
may under other circumstances be obliterated or 
lost. 

Lorp Lyrtron’s translation of the “Odes and 
Epodes of Horace;’’ Professor Veitch’s “ Memoir of 
Sir William Hamilton, the Logician ;” and “ Mary

ster in 1569,” by John Hosack, Barrister-at-Law, 
are among the more noticeable works, “in the 
press,” announced by W. Blackwood & Sons, Edin- 
burgh. 

From “The Bookseller” for April, always a pub- 
lication which is at the head of its class in London, 
we take the following relative to the book trade in 
Holland: “ During the year 1868 this small country 
produced no fewer than 2300 new works and new 
editions, including pamphlets. Some of the books 
are of considerable merit, but many are merely 
translations from other languages; Bulwer, Dis- 
raeli, Dickens, Thackeray, Marryat, and Miss Brad- 
don being as familiar to all classes in Amsterdam, 
Leyden, The Hague, or Rotterdam, as to the inhabi- 
tants of Manchester. An edition of Tennyson’s 
poems, complete in one feap. volume, exceedingly 
well printed in English, has lately been issued at 
Amsterdam for five shillings, and there is a steady 
demand for all English books of any value. It is 
probable that the heavy duty upon newspapers and 
advertisements will soon be removed, and that when 
that takes place the trade, large as it is, will in- 
crease considerably. The principal importers of 
English books are Messrs. Kramer, Robbers, and 
Krapp and Van Duym of Rotterdam; Kirberger, 
Amsterdam; Nijhoff, The Hague; and Keminck 
and Zoon, of Utrecht. In many respects, as regards 
intelligence and literature, Holland may be com- 
pared with Scotland, while the neighboring Bel- 
gium, as a reading country, is on a par with Ire- 
land.”’

Oss1an’s Porms.—Dr. Johnson’s antipathy to 
James Macpherson, whose so-called “ translations” 
of Ossian attracted much controversy and criti- 
cism a century ago, was very great. Johnson de- 
nied the antiquity and the merit of the poems, and 
his reply to Dr. Blair, whether he thought any men 
of a modern age could have written them, was, 
“Yes, sir. Many men, many women, and many 
children.” His challenge to Macpherson was: “ If 
the poems were really translated, they were cer- 
tainly first written down. Let Mr. Macpherson de- 
posit the manuscript in one of the colleges at Aber- 
deen, where there are people who can judge; and} 
if the professors certify the authenticity, then there 
will be an end of the controversy.” The Erse 
originals never were produced. David Hume, Mal- 
colm Laing, and John Pinkerton took the same view 
of the question as Dr. Johnson had taken. Dr. | 
Blair, Lord Kaimes, the poet Gray, and Sir John 
Sinclair contended for the authenticity of the 
poems, which, they said, had been written by 
Ossian, in the third century, and translated by 
Macpherson from oral traditions in the Scottish High- 
lands.

Pubilisher’s Preface. 


It has been the aim of the publisher of the present edition of the Law Dictionary to vary in 
N, nothing from the general plan of Judge Bouvier, and to make only such modifications and additions 
in his work as the changing conditions of the law seemed to require. The period since the death of 
the able author has been so fruitful, however, both in legislative enactments and judicial decisions, 
that numerous alterations and additions have been rendered necessary, resulting in an aggregate 
increase of matter to the extent of more than fifty per cent. This new matter has been prepared by 
gentlemen of recognized eminence at the bar or on the bench, and peculiarly well acquainted with the 
special topics upon which they have treated. The general editorial supervision has been performed 
in a very thorough and efficient manner by Danret A. Gieason, Esq. The more useful part of Kel 
ham’s Dictionary, which in former editions was printed as a supplement, has now been incorporated 
in the body of the work. Careful attention has been given to the citation of authorities, and they 
have been brought down to the date of the preparation of the respective articles. By making use 
of a more condensed form of arrangement and of a somewhat smaller-sized type than were employed 
in the old editions, the contents have been increased to the extent above named without a correspond- 
ing enlargement of the bulk of the volumes. 

The publisher cannot hope that in so extensive a labor there have been no mistakes, either of 
omission or commission. He can only claim that he has spared neither time, labor, nor expense in 
the endeavor to make the book thoroughly accurate and complete; and he submits the present edition 
of Bouvier’s Law Dictionary to the profession and the general public, trusting that the work may be 





found even more valuable in the future than it has been in the past.
